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About  the  Cover 


The  textbooks  written  by  School  of  Dentistry  faculty  are  among  the  leading  and  most  widely  used  dental  text- 
books in  the  world.  As  first-year  DDS  students,  Turner  Hull  and  Jessica  Khosla,  spend  hours  "in  the  books"  and 
appreciate  the  ertort  of  the  faculty  who  write  them. 


They  Wrote  the  Book 


The  three  key  elements  of  any  classroom  experience  are  a  teacher, 
students  and  the  information  getting  passed  from  teacher  to  stu- 
dents. Even  in  the  computer  age,  the  most  common  format  in 
which  that  information  takes  shape  is  that  time-honored  repository 
of  information,  the  textbook. 

These  often  hefty  tomes  are  the  common  source  that  both 
teachers  and  students  look  to  for  explanation,  insight,  clarification, 
recollection  and  clarity.  Since  the  textbook  is  the  cornerstone  of  any 
course,  be  it  in  elementary  or  graduate  school,  selecting  the  right 
book  is  one  of  the  most  crucial  decisions  a  teacher  makes.  Each 
selection  therefore  endorses  the  textbook's  author  as  a  true  expert  in 
the  subject. 

That  ultimate  endorsement  has  been  bestowed  on  faculty  mem- 
bers at  the  School  of  Dentistry  for  decades.  Dental  students  at 
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UNC  need  only  look  at  the  cover  of  their  textbooks  to  see  how 
highly  regarded  many  of  their  teachers  are;  often  the  author  of  their 
textbook  is  standing  in  front  of  the  class  teaching. 

The  School  of  Dentistry's  tradition  of  textbook  authorship 
dates  back  to  the  first  members  of  the  faculty.  That  tradition  has 
grown  steadily  and  many  current  faculty  members  have  authored, 
edited,  or  contributed  to  dental  textbooks.  The  advent  of  the  com- 
puter age  has  not  slowed  the  demand  for  excellent  textbooks 
(although  many  now  come  with  companion  CD-ROMs)  and  cur- 
rent faculty  members  expect  the  tradition  to  continue. 

"Some  people  say  that  a  book  is  a  'Basic  Organized  Overview  of 
Knowledge, "'  said  William  Proffit,  Kenan  distinguished  professor  of 
orthodontics  and  author  of  tour  textbooks.  "I  always  joke  that  it's 
highly  portable  and  light-activated.  The  truth  is  that  it's  a  whole  lot 
more  convenient  than  a  computer  when  you  want  to  look  up  a  pro- 
cedure or  some  other  bit  of  information  to  refresh 
your  memory. " 

The  textbooks  written  by  School  of 
Dentistry  faculty  are  not  gathering  dust  in 
warehouses  or  libraries,  either.  These  are  the 
leading  and  most  widely  used  dental  textbooks 
in  the  world.  The  authors  of  the  two  best-sell- 
ing dental  textbooks  in  the  world  - 
Stiirdevant's  Art  and  Science  of  Operative 
Dentistry  and  Contemporary  Orthodontics  - 
teach  at  UNC.  Other  top  books  cover  topics 
such  as  craniosynostosis,  treatment  planning, 
and  radiographic  interpretation.  Altogether 
these  books  have  been  translated  into  Spanish, 
Italian,  Japanese  and  Korean,  meaning  dental 
students  around  the  world  look  to  the  School 
of  Dentistry  for  expertise  and  training. 

Writing  a  textbook  requires  adding  long 
hours  of  writing  and  editing  to  the  already 
full-time  workload  of  being  a  faculty  member 
and  usually  takes  several  years  to  complete.  In 
exchange  for  all  those  lost  evenings  and  week- 
ends spent  writing,  the  author  gets  the  satis- 
faction of  reaching  future  dental  professionals 
across  the  country  and  around  the  globe;  in  a 
sense,  they  get  the  benefit  of  teaching  thou- 
sands upon  thou.sands  of  students  without 
having  to  grade  any  extra  exams. 

A  LABOR  OF  LOVE 

No  textbook  has  had  a  wider  impact  on  dental 
students  than  Sturdevant's  Art  and  Science  of 
Operative  Dentistry.  Now  in  its  fourth  edition, 
this  book  has  served  as  the  foundation  for 
instruction  on  dental  practices  for  students 
across  the  country  and  around  the  world  for  35 
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years.  Simply  put,  it  is  the  best-selling  dental  textbook  of  all  time 
and  a  product  of  the  department  of  operative  dentistry. 

Ted  Roberson,  professor,  department  of  operative  dentistry, 
recently  finished  compiling  the  fourth  edition  of  the  textbook,  a 
process  that  took  two  years  to  complete.  Each  new  edition  of  this 
classic  contains  new  information,  and  Roberson  said  that  there  are 
some  major  changes  such  as  adding  new  chapters  and  merging  old 
ones. 

The  most  notable  change,  though,  comes  right  on  the  cover  in 
the  form  of  a  new  title.  Roberson  insisted  on  calling  the  book 
Sturdevant's  Art  and  Science  of  Operative  Dentistry.  The  name  in  the 
title  refers  to  Dr.  CM.  "Cliff"  Sturdevant,  one  of  the  first  faculty 
members  at  the  School  of  Dentistry  and  the  driving  force  behind 
the  book  that  now  bears  his  name.  Earlier  editions  were  entitled 
The  Art  and  Science  of  Operative  Dentistry. 

Roberson  views  the  new  edition  as  the  culmination  of  his  own 
distinguished  career,  but  wanted  the  Sturdevant  name  in  the  tide  to 
acknowledge  this  important  pioneer  at  the  School  of  Dentistry  who 
helped  start  the  tradition  of  textbook  authorship. 

"I  wanted  to  include  it  because  without  Dr.  Clifif's  involvement 
we  never  would  have  had  a  first  edition,  much  less  a  fourth," 
Roberson  said. 

Sturdevant  was  chair  of  the  department  of  operative  dentistry 
and  enlisted  the  entire  department  in  putting  together  the  first  edi- 
tion of  the  textbook.  Sturdevant  authored  some  chapters,  edited  the 
rest  and  oversaw  the  organization  and  completion  of  that  first  text- 
book. That  first  edition  took  eight  years  to  complete.  Clearly  that 
time  was  well  spent,  though,  as  the  book  quickly  became  the  cor- 
nerstone of  the  curriculum  at  most  of  the  nation's  dental  schools. 

Roberson  first  became  part  of  the  textbook's  tradition  with  the 
second  edition.  Roberson  joined  the  dental  school  faculty  -  and  the 
department  -  in  1968.  He  contributed  to  the  second  edition  as  a 
writer,  starting  a  process  that  would,  in  a  sense,  see  him  move  up 
the  ranks  of  this  UNC  tradition.  When  the  time  came  to  start  on 
the  third  edition,  Roberson  had  become  department  chair  and 
became  co-editor  of  what  in  so  many  ways  had  become  a  depart- 
mental project. 

"I  took  a  larger  role,  although  Cliff  was  still  driving  it," 
Roberson  said.  "After  that,  it  was  something  I  was  interested  in 
doing  and  when  it  was  time  for  the  fourth  edition,  1  took  the  lead 
in  what  Cliff  always  called  'that  dastardly  deed'  of  compiling  the 
textbook." 

"That  dastardly  deed "  is  really  a  labor  of  love  for  Roberson  who 
served  as  senior  editor  tor  the  newest  edition  and  wrote  or  co- 
authored  10  of  the  book's  21  chapters.  However,  the  book  remains  a 
departmental  project  and  a  source  of  tremendous  departmental 
pride. 

"Its  been  a  huge  point  of  pride  for  our  department,  and  I  think 
tor  the  whole  school,  that  for  35  years  our  departmeni  has  produced 
what  is  the  premiere  operative  dental  textbook  in  the  world, 
Roberson  said.  "Our  department  has  enjoyed  a  tremendous  reputa- 
tion because  of  the  work  on  that  book."

WHY  UNC? 

Sturdevant's  Art  and  Science  of  Operative  Dentistry  is  one  of  many  top 
dental  textbooks  with  authors  working  at  the  School  of  Dentistr)-. 

Proffit  has  written  three  editions  of  his  best-selling  book, 
Contcffiporaiy  Orthodontics,  the  top  seller  among  orthodontics  text- 
books. Other  textbooks  with  UNC  authors  include:  Tim  Tun'ey, 
professor,  department  of  oral  and  maxillofacial  surger)',  whose  book 
Facial  Clefts  and  Craniosynostosis  Principles  and  Management  is  a 
leading  work  in  that  specialty;  Sam  Nesbit,  clinical  associate  profes- 
sor, department  of  diagnostic  sciences  and  general  dentistr);  who  co- 
authored  Treatment  Planning  in  Dentistry;  and  Laura  Jansen,  clinical 
associate  professor,  department  of  allied  dental  health,  who  co- 
authored  rvvo  books  on  reading  radiographs. 

So  why  have  so  many  top  dental  textbooks  been  authored  by 
members  of  the  School  of  Dentistry's  facult)'?  The  authors  them- 
selves don't  believe  there  is  anv  one  reason  that  explains  it,  nor  do 
they  believe  that  its  just  a  coincidence.  They  cite  a  combination  of 
factors  such  as  ClitV  Sturdevant  writing  such  an  influential  textbook 
carl)'  in  the  schools  history;  the  tradition  of  textbook  writing  that 
book  helped  start;  and  the  school's  willingness  to  help  tacult)'  mem- 
bers find  time  in  their  schedules  to  meet  writing  schedules. 

Most  important,  however,  is  the  schools  excellent  reputation. 

After  all,  if  \'ou  were  a  publisher  looking  tor  someone  to  write  a 

dental  textbook,  wouldn't  \ou  want  to  go  to  a  top-ranked  dental 

school  with  a  top-Hi"ht  facult\'?

Janscn  has  experienced  the  school's  reputation  for  textbook 
authorship  from  both  the  inside  and  outside.  She  wrote  her  books  - 
Dental  Radiography:  Principles  and  Techniques  and  Radiographic 
Interpretation  for  the  Dental  Hygienist  -  while  at  Ohio  State 
University,  and  now  working  on  new  editions  as  a  faculty  member 
at  UNC' 

"It  doesn't  surprise  me  that  there  are  other  authors  here  at  the 
dental  school,"  Jansen  said.  "UNC  has  a  very  strong  reputation  as 
one  of  the  leading  dental  schools  in  the  nation.  When  the  job 
opportunity  here  came  along  lor  me,  it  really  was  a  good  fit." 


Sam  Nesbit  believes  that  the  School  of 
Dentistry  provides  a  supportive  environment 
that  is  conducive  to  writing.  Nesbit  recent!)' 
completed  his  first  textbook.  Treatment 
Planning  in  Dentistij,  and  credits  his  colleagues 
with  helping  him  with  his  workload  and  being  a 
resource  in  his  work. 

"The  book  certainlv  could  have  been  done 
it  I  had  been  at  a  different  school,  but  it  was 
ver\'  helpful  to  have  people  here  with  expertise 
in  book  writing,"  Nesbit  said.  "I  think  the 
school  has  a  sort  of  critical  mass  of  excellence  in 
this  area  that  leads  to  more  and  more  success. " 

John  Stamm,  dean  of  the  School  of 
Dentistr}',  points  out  that  the  school  has  pro- 
moted scholarship  and  supported  such  writing 
since  its  earliest  days.  That  led  to  a  track  record 
of  work  that  in  turn  attracted  top  faculty  and  in 
turn  led  to  more  writing  opportunities.  He  also 
credits  the  entire  UNC  campus  for  providing  a 
subtle  and  positive  competitive  inspiration. 

"This  campus  provides  the  gentlest  form  of 
peer  pressure  from  academics  in  other  depart- 
ments who,  through  their  own  success  as 
authors,  encouraged  this  school,"  Stamm  said. 
"Our  faculty  has  always  been  connected  to  fac- 
ulty in  other  departments  on  campus,  and  the 
standard  of  excellence  across  campus  became 
the  standard  we  strove  for  in  this  school." 

SOLITARY  WORK  AND 
SATISFACTION 

Each  of  the  writers  at  the  School  of  Dentistry 
would  understand  Sturdevant's  "ditstardly  deed" 
comment  about  the  long,  challenging,  and  often 
frustrating  task  of  authoring  a  textbook.  The 
"dastardly"  part  is  the  sheer  volume  of  work  that 
the  task  piles  onto  an  .already  full  .schedule. 
Writing  a  textbook  generally  means  years  spent 
doing  research,  organizing  notes,  writing,  rewriting,  editing  and 
rewriting  yet  again.  All  that  work  comes  on  top  of  the  full-time  job 
of  being  a  profes.sor  training  students. 

Proffit,  who  has  authored  or  co-written  three  other  textbooks  in 
addition  to  his  leading  work  on  orthodontics,  said  it  takes  more  than 
a  year  to  write  e.ach  book,  and  each  subsequent  edition.  Each  time 
the  process  means  using  every  po.ssible  spare  minute  for  writing. 

"Writing  a  textbook  is  a  real  weight  on  your  back,"  Proffit  said. 
"You  try  to  work  on  it  in  any  spare  minute  that  you  have.  I  can  still 
remember  what  airport  terminal  I  was  in  when  1  wrote  certain 
parts. " 
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Nesbit  understands  that  sort  of  struggle  having  just  finished  his 
first  book,  a  process  that  took  four  years  to  complete. 

"I  would  do  it  again,  but  it  took  far,  far  longer  than  1  thought  it 
would,"  Nesbit  said.  "Obviously  it  was  a  first  edition,  so  we  were 
starting  from  scratch.  There  were  so  many  drafts,  revisions  and 
proofs  that  I  don't  really  remember  the  point  when  I  saw  the  last 
version.  But  I  remember  when  they  sent  me  an  electronic  version  of 
the  cover;  that's  when  it  hit  home  and  this  concept  I'd  been  working 
on  for  so  long  came  to  life." 

While  every  writer  enjoys  the  sense  of  accomplishment  encapsu- 
lated upon  seeing  their  name  on  the  cover,  the  benefits  of  authoring 
a  textbook  really  come  in  the  sharing  of  information  in  ways  that 
colleagues  and  students  find  useful. 

All  the  authors  said  that  they  started  the  long  process  of  writing 
a  textbook  after  identifying  a  topic  in  which  they  believed  they 
could  provide  insight  both  in  regard  to  topic  and  the  way  that 
information  should  be  presented. 

For  faculty  members  who  have  spent  entire  careers  learning 
their  specialties,  a  successfiil  textbook  often  marks  the  culmination 
of  all  their  study.  Nesbit  said  his  book  on  treatment  planning  repre- 
sents such  an  accomplishment,  giving  him  a  chance  to  present  why 
he  thinks  this  area  of  den- 
tistry is  so  crucial  and  how 
proper  planning  can  lead  to 
healing  in  the  highest  sense 
of  the  term. 

Turvey  pointed  out  that 
writing  a  textbook  requires 
both  thorough  research  of  a 
topic  and  rigorous  organiza- 
tion of  that  information, 
two  exercises  that  reinforce 
a  faculty  member's  knowl- 
edge and  preparation  to 
teach. 


"One  of  the  values  of  forcing  yourself  to  do  something  like  this 
is  it  gives  you  an  opportunity  to  reflect  on  what  you  have  done  for 
many  years,"  Turvey  said.  "Putting  it  down  on  paper  and  then 
having  the  photography  and  sketches  available  refreshes  in  memor)' 
what  you  have  done  and  gives  you  the  opportunity  to  collect  your 
thoughts  on  a  particular  topic." 

Such  reflection  and  constant  self-training  benefits  students,  who 
gain  instructors  that  are  leading  experts  in  their  specialties  and  stay 
on  top  of  the  latest  developments  and  the  best  ways  to  teach  that 
information. 

"I  think  both  our  students  and  our  alumni  take  great  pride  in 
the  caliber  of  the  teaching  faculty,"  Stamm  said.  "I  think  that  the 
continuing  impact  faculty  members  have  with  new  textbooks  only 
adds  value  to  the  degrees  that  our  alumni  earned  and  reminds  them 
that  they  graduated  from  a  really  top-notch  institution."

BY  THE  BOOK 

We  treat  our  patients  by  the  book  -  we'd  better  since 
we  probably  wrote  it!   Patients  who  come  to  UNC  for 
dental  care,  and  students  who  choose  this  university 
for  their  dental  education,  can  be  assured  that  they  are 
receiving  the  very  best.  Elsewhere  in  these  pages  you 
will  see  an  interesting  article  that  speaks  volumes 
about  our  faculty  —  namely  that  they  generate  some  of 
the  most  respected  and  widely  read  textbooks  in  den- 
tistry. Indeed,  two  of  those  books  are  said  to  be  the 
No.  1  and  the  No.  2  best  selling  dental  texts  in  the 
global  market. 

For  centuries,  successful,  high-quality  textbooks 
have  played  a  key  and  time-honored  role  in  dental 
education.  While  scientific  papers  in  the  qualify 
refereed  literature  report  the  latest  research  findings, 
good  textbooks  present  more  mature,  integrated  and 
sequenced  information  that  the  student  can  assimilate 
and  apply  to  various  dimensions  of  clinical  practice. 
In  the  centuries  since  Gutenberg's  invention  ol  the 
printing  press,  books  have  been  powerful  in  their  abil- 
ity to  convey  useful  information.  Nor  are  textbooks 
static,  instead  they  have  evolved  according  to  peda- 
gogical practice,  content  standards,  authorship,  writ- 
ing style  and  layout  designs.  And  even  in  the 
electronic  information  age,  the  textbook  appears 
robust,  and  can  be  seen  to  adapt  to  modern  require- 
ments. 


Successful  textbooks  tell  us  a  great  deal  about  their 
authors.  In  virtually  all  cases,  textbook  authors  are 
completely  devoted  to  and  immersed  in  their  fields  - 
sometimes  to  an  extreme  degree.  (The  American  jurist 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  kept  a  legal  manuscript  he 
was  writing  in  a  green  bag  that  accompanied  him 
everywhere,  and  at  home  had  his  family  practice  fire 
drills  that  involved  evacuating  the  green  bag  first.  At  a 
friend's  house  for  dinner,  the  green  bag  went  with 
Holmes  when  he  went  to  wash  his  hands.)*

Textbook  authors  are  invariably  dedicated  educators 
who  have  a  passion  for  transmitting  knowledge  in  a 
clear  and  organized  fashion.  In  the  clinical  disciplines, 
meticulous  authors  are  almost  uniformly  meticulous 
master  clinicians  who  take  great  pride  in  the  out- 
comes of  the  treatment  they  deliver.  So  hard  do  text- 
book authors  labor  that  on  completion  ol  their 
manuscript  1  have  not  infrequently  heard  them  say  — 
never  again.  And  yet  a  newer  edition  appears  just  a 
few  years  later. 

So,  at  the  UNC  School  ol  Dentistry,  we  take  great 
pride  in  the  faculty  members  whose  published  text- 
books have  captured  the  approval  of  fellow  dental  aca- 
demics, teachers  and  students  around  the  world.  Read 
the  article  and  judge  for  yourself  More  than  that,  we 
mean  it  when  we  tell  our  patients,  "At  Carolina,  have

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NEW  DEPARTMENT  CHAIRS  NAMED 
ENDODONTICS 


Linda  Levin 


On  July  1  Linda  Levin  '83 
began  a  five-year  appoint- 
ment as  Chair  of  tiie 
Department  of 
Endodontics.  Levin 
emerged  from  a  thorough 
internal  search  process  that 
involved  all  of  the  current 
endodontic  faculty  members,  key  staff  personnel  and  several 
alumni.  All  voiced  their  support  for  Levin  as  the  next  chair  of 
the  department. 

Levin  obtained  her  BA  from  Duke  University  in  1977,  after 
which  she  earned  her  DDS  (1983),  MS  (1985),  and  PhD  (1995) 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  She  was 
Board  certified  in  2002.  Her  academic  career  at  UNC  began  in 
1987  with  a  collaborative  research  program  she  developed  in 
pulp  biology.  She  has  earned  NIH  and  industry  funding  in  sup- 
port of  her  research.  She  is  recognized  as  a  superb  teacher  at 
both  the  predoctoral  and  graduate  levels  and  she  has  been  an 
enormously  active  and  successful  clinician  who  has  provided 
important  leadership  in  the  schools  Dental  Faculty  Practice. 

Levin  succeeds  Martin  Trope,  J.  B.  Freedland  Professor  of 
Endodontics,  who  led  the  department  superbly  for  nine  years. 
Doctor  Trope  rejoins  the  teaching  faculty  at  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry,  and  will  focus  his  efforts  to  accelerate  and  further 
develop  several  key  initiatives  begun  under  his  leadership.  In 
addition,  he  will  serve  as  a  mentor  for  the  endodontics  graduate 
program  at  UNC. 

"Doctor  Linda  Levin  has  consistently  achieved  excellence  in 
teaching,  patient  care  and  research.  She  has  an  energetic  yet  calm 
demeanor  that  suits  her  extremely  well  for  academic  and  admin- 
istrative leadership.  Doctor  Levin  is  recognized  nationally  and 
internationally  as  an  endodontics  scholar  who  is  uniquelv  quali- 
fied to  elevate  her  specialty  through  the  applications  of  quality 
science,"  Dean  Stamm  noted.  "I  am  pleased  to  welcome 
Dr.  Levin  to  her  new  responsibility  as  chair,  department  of 
endodontics." 


PROSTHODONTICS

B.  Ed  Kanoy  "78  will  serve 
a  five-year  term  as  Chair  of 
the  Department  of 
Prosthodontics.  The 
appointment  was  effective 
July  1,  2002.  The  search  for 
the  prosthodontics  chair  was 
extraordinarily  thorough,  with 
consideration  given  to  a  small  but  very  strong  list  of  highlv  quali- 
fied candidates.  "The  School  is  very  fortunate  that  a  widely 
respected  and  gifted  teacher,  clinician,  and  administrator  in  the 
person  of  Dr.  Kanoy  has  agreed  to  lead  the  department,"  Dean 
Stamm  said. 

Kanoy  received  a  BS  in  physics  and  mathematics  from 
Davidson  College  in  1 972,  an  MA  in  physiology  and  pharmacol- 
ogy from  Duke  University  in  1975,  and  a  DDS  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  He  joined  the  prosthodontics  fac- 
ulty in  1978  following  graduation  from  dental  school  where  he 
moved  up  through  the  ranks  to  clinical  professor.  In  1993  he  was 
appointed  director  of  clinical  sers'ices  and  a  vear  later  assumed 
the  role  of  assistant  dean  for  clinical  services  and,  subsequently, 
associate  dean.  These  appointments  recognized  the  growth  and 
responsibilities  ol  the  burgeoning  clinical  ser\'ices  otYered  by  the 
School  of  Dentistry.  In  1999  he  gave  up  the  post  of  clinical  dean 
to  be  able  to  dedicate  more  time  to  teaching  students.  The  stu- 
dents honored  him  with  the  Richard  E  Hunt  Award  for  teaching 
excellence  in  2000.  He  has  received  Faculty  Appreciation  awards 
from  dental  classes  14  times  since  joining  the  facidt)'  in  1978. 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  welcome  Dr.  Kanoy  as  chair  ol  the  depart- 
ment of  prosthodontics.

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THE  CAROLINA  FIRST  CAMPAIGN: 
BUILDING  ON  EXCELLENCE 

Quietly,  nearly  300  alumni  and  friends  of  the  School  of  Dentistry 
have  agreed  to  serve  as  volunteer  solicitors  tor  the  school's  Carolina 
First  campaign. 

Quiedy,  hundreds  ot  alumni  and  friends  ot  the  School  ot 
Dentistry  have  committed  $20  million  to  the  Dental  Foundation 
of  North  Carolina  For  the  school's  Carolina  First  campaign. 

Next  February  21-22,  however,  the  silence  will  be  broken 
when  the  DFNC  goes  public  with  the  most  important  capital 
campaign  in  the  School  of  Dentistry's  history. 

Dr.  Jim  Harrell,  chair- 
man of  the  campaign  steer- 
ing committee,  said 
volunteers  are  ready  for  the 
campaign's  official  public 
launch,  which  will  be  held 
at  the  George  Watts  Hill 
Alumni  Center  and  the 
William  C.  Friday  Center. 
"There's  a  great 
..  v.n,.^,i  „,ui  sense  of  enthusiasm  among 

:       the  school's  development 
office  and  our  campaign  vol- 
unteers to  get  this  campaign  rolling,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Chan  Chandler,  a  periodontist  who  graduated  from  the 
school  in  1970,  volunteered  to  organize  the  campaign  for  his 
region  (District  II),  which  stretches  from  north  of  Winston-Salem 
to  the  Charlotte  area. 

"When  I  was  asked  to  get  involved  with  the  campaign,  I 
wanted  to  give  something  back  to  the  university  and  the  dental 
school  that  have  been  so  generous  to  me, "  Chandler  said.  "My 
experience  at  Carolina  was  very  positive  and  prepared  me  for  the 
future. " 

While  the  state  of  North  Carolina  provides  approximately 
35%  of  the  School  of  Dentistry's  annual  budget,  the  majority  of 
that  funding  can  only  be  used  for  faculty  and  staff  salaries. 
Contributions  made  to  the  Dental  Foundation  of  North  Carolina

during  the  Carolina  First  campaign  (and  at  any  other  time,  for 
that  matter)  assist  the  school's  various  departments,  student  aid, 
faculrv'  support,  research,  and  the  construction  and  renovation  of 
school  classrooms,  clinics,  laboratories,  and  meeting  rooms. 

Carolina  First  will  raise  more  than  $15  million  to  help  estab- 
lish endowment  funds  to  provide  student  scholarships  and  fellow- 
ships, and  provide  resources  to  recruit  and  retain  facult)'  members. 
Another  $5  million  in  research  contracts  and  grants  will  be  con- 
tributed. 

At  least  $6  million  of  the  campaign  goal  will  be  used  toward 
facility  renovations  and  construction  of  an  Oral  Sciences  Center. 
At  least  $3  million  will  come  in  the  form  of  gifts  to  purchase 
much-needed  equipment,  books,  supplies  and  make  it  possible  for 
students  and  faculty  members  to  travel  to  dental  conferences  and 
programs.  And  more  than  $1  million  will  be  raised  for  programs, 
such  as  the  Craniofacial  Center,  that  ser\'e  the  public. 

Approximately  72  percent  of  the  $30  million  goal  has  been 
raised  during  the  campaign's  silent  phase,  an  accomplishment  that 
Dean  Stamm  credits  to  talented  and  effective  leadership. 

"I'm  extremely  pleased  with  the  progress  of  the  school's  com- 
ponent of  the  Carolina  First  campaign,"  Stamm  said.  "We  have 
excellent  volunteer  leadership  -  energetic  and  effective  -  and  we 
are  well  on  target  to  achieve  our  goal." 

Both  Harrell  and  Chandler  said  the  enthusiastic  support 
among  dentists,  as  well  as  friends  outside  the  dental  profession,  has 
been  encouraging. 

"There's  a  huge  groundswell  of  support  among  the  dentists  in 
our  state  for  our  university."  Chandler  said.  "It  s  inspiring  to  .see 
people  willing  to  step  up  and  embrace  their  responsibilit)'  to  help." 

But  Chandler  said  the  most  challenging  pha.se  of  the  campaign 
lies  ahead. 

"Of  course,  to  find  ourselves  at  this  point  in  the  campaign  at 
70  percent  of  the  goal  is  really  incredible,"  he  said.  "However,  the 
remaining  30  percent  that  we  must  raise  to  reach  our  goal  will  be 
the  toughest  part  of  the  campaign." 

"I  feel  confident  that  we  will  not  only  reach  our  goal,  but  sur- 
pass it,"  Chandler  said.

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The  Dental  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  is  a  non-profit  organization  dedicated  solely  to  providing  financial  support  for  the  students,  faculty,  and  pro- 
grams of  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry.

PROVIDES  SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  FUTURE 

As  a  graduate  of  Duke  University  and  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry,  Dr.  Charles  B.  Aycock's  loyalties  belong  to  both  the 
Blue  Devils  and  Tar  Heels.  That's  why  he  created  a  lasting  gift  to 
benefit  his  two  alma  maters. 

Aycock,  a  1967  graduate  of  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry, 
established  a  charitable  remainder  trust  (CRT)  with  his  IRAs.  A 
CRT  allows  a  donor  to  transfer  property  irrevocably  to  a  trust 
and  specify  how  the  income  and  principal  are  to  be  distributed. 

Aycock's  CRT  names  his  father  as  the  beneficiary  and  the 
Dental  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  and  Duke  University  as 
trustees.  Half  of  the  assets  of  the  CRT  will  transfer  to  the  DFNC 
after  Aycock  and  his  father  pass  away.  The  assets  will  establish 
endowed  funds  providing  scholarship  support  for  DDS  students 
from  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina. 

"I  think  the  kids  need  all  the  help  they  can  get, "  Aycock  said. 
"I  know  it  was  hard  for  me  to  get  through.  It's  a  huge  financial 
burden." 

Graduates  of  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry  face  an  average 
debt  of  nearly  $80,000  after  four  years  of  school.  The  financial 
burden  limits  career  options  for  graduates  and  discourages  many 
excellent  candidates  from  pursuing  dentistry  completely. 

"The  most  successful  dental  schools  of  the  future  will  be 
those  that  have  thought  ahead  and  established  endowments  to 
provide  financial  support  to  students, "  Dean  John  Stamm  said. 
"Investing  in  students  is  critical,  because  students  are  the  human 
capital  of  the  dental  profession. " 

In  addition  to  providing  permanent  scholarship  assistance  for 
DDS  students  at  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry,  Aycock  also  pro- 
vides financial  support  for  his  father. 

"My  dad  is  in  his  80s,  and  I  need  to  provide  for  him,"  he

said.  "But  when  establishing  a  CRT,  you  can  provide  for  the 
DFNC  to  inherit  your  assets  and,  at  the  same  time,  provide  tor 
someone  you  need  to  support." 

Aycock,  who  practiced  dentistry  in  Charlotte  for  25  years, 
retired  to  Lake  Wylie,  S.C.  Instead  of  days  at  the  ofiRce,  Aycock 
now  pursues  his  love  of  sailing.  He  spends  part  of  the  w-inter  sail- 
ing in  South  Florida. 

Although  his  gift  will  be  used  tor  student  support,  he  said 
other  areas  within  the  school,  such  as  dental  research  and  facili- 
ties, need  support  as  well. 

"The  UNC  School  of  Dentistry  is  one  of  the  finest  dental 
schools  in  the  country,"  Aycock  said.  "All  ot  us  who  graduate 
from  Carolina  have  an  obligation  to  give  back."

Glazener,  his  colleagues,  and  Winston-Salem  Dental  Care 
contributed  more  than  $20,000  to  the  Dental  Foundation  ot 
North  Carolina,  Inc.,  to  establish  the  permanently  endowed  fund. 
Each  year,  a  SI, 000  Hopkins  Scholarship  will  be  presented  to  a 
DDS  student  at  the  school.

Glazener  met  Hopkins  in  1978  while  working  at  Winston- 
Salem  Dental  Care,  and  the  two  worked  together  closely  for  more 
than  20  years.  Glazener  said  Hopkins'  commitment  to  dentistry 
and  his  positive  attitude  set  him  apart  from  other  dentists. 

"Ed  was  really  upbeat  and  cheerful,  a  phenomenally  nice  guy. 
I  never  saw  him  have  a  bad  day, "  Glazener  said.  "He  was  sort  ot 
like  a  lather  figure  to  me,  always  willing  to  give  time  to  teach." 

As  a  member  of  the  class  of  1958,  Hopkins  demonstrated 
loyalty  to  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry,  which  is  why  Glazener 
and  his  co-workers  created  the  scholarship  fund  in  his  memory. 

"Ed  was  committed  to  the  dental  school,  and  I  think  the 
scholarship  is  a  good  way  to  tie  his  name  with  the  school,"  he 
said. 

"Providing  student  support  is  one  ot  the  most  serious  needs 
for  the  future  of  dentistry,"  he  said.  "Eventually,  someone  is  going 
to  say,  'I  can't  take  on  this  debt.'   Scholarships  can  reduce  the  cost 
of  a  dental  education." 

And  by  helping  students  with  the  financial  burden  ot  dental 
school,  Glazener  and  his  peers  ensure  that  their  mentor  will  be 
remembered  for  generations  to  come.

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HANCOCK  SCHOLARSHIP  ESTABLISHED 
TO  HONOR  MENTOR 

It's  amazing  how  five  minuces  can  change  a  persons  life. 

Take  Dr.  Tom  Browder,  for  example.  After  graduating  from 
Wake  Forest  University  in  1987,  he  started  working  as  a  cus- 
tomer sales  representative  for  a  company  whose  customers  were 
primarily  physicians  and  dentists.  But  a  five-minute  meeting 
with  one  of  his  first  clients,  Dr.  lames  Baldwin  Hancock  of 
Fayetteville,  established  the  friendship  that  eventually  encouraged 
Browder  to  become  a  dentist. 

"He  was  like  a  mentor  and  a  father  to  me  -  my  dental 
father,"  Browder  said  of  Hancock,  who  passed  away  on  Nov.  26, 
2001.  "He  and  his  wife  were  names  on  my  list  of  clients,  and 
from  our  initial  meeting,  a  relationship  was  built. " 

As  their  friendship  evolved,  Hancock  and  his  wile, 
Georgianna,  invited  Browder  to  stay  at  their  home  occasionally. 
As  Browder  grew  more  interested  in  the  clinical  aspect  of  den- 
tistry, Hancock  and  his  wife  encouraged  Browder  to  pursue 
dental  school.  He  graduated  from  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry 
in  1996  and  practices  dentistry  in  Taylorsville. 

To  recognize  the  Hancocks'  impact  on  his  life,  Browder 
established  the  Dr.  James  Baldwin  Hancock  Memorial 
Scholarship  to  honor  his  mentor.  The  endowed  fund  will  provide 
scholarship  support  for  DDS  students  at  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry. 

"Establishing  the  endowment  fund  just 
seemed  like  a  natural  way  to  honor  Dr. 
Hancock.  Everything  that  1  am  in  dentistry  goes 
back  to  him  and  his  wife,"  Browder  said. 

Endowment  funds  allow  scholarships  to  be 
given  each  year  based  on  the  specific  fund's 
accrued  interest.  Individuals  can  create  the  mini- 
mum endowment  fund  of  $20,000  with  one  gift 
or  spread  their  donations  over  a  five-year  period. 
Browder's  fund  will  be  established  with  gifts  of 
$5,000  over  five  years,  but  each  year,  SI  ,000  of 
his  donation  will  be  used  toward  an  immediate 
scholarship. 

"1  really  didn't  want  to  have  to  wait  for  the 
fund  to  mature  and  then  begin  providing  a 
scholarship  each  year,"  he  said.  "I  wanted  some- 
one to  begin  reaping  the  rewards  immediately. " 


Browder's  gift  counts  in  the  schools  C'arolina  First  cam- 
paign, in  which  the  school  hopes  to  raise  at  least  $30  million  in 
private  donations  by  2007.  Of  that  goal,  $9  million  will  be  tar- 
geted toward  scholarship  support,  which  Browder  believes  is  nec- 
essary to  attract  excellent  students  who  cannot  afford  the  high 
cost  of  a  dental  education. 

"Carolina  First  brings  to  the  school  the  abilit)'  to  attract  a 
diverse  group  of  students,  individuals  who  deserve  to  be  there 
regardless  of  their  financial  situation,"  he  said. 

In  addition  to  giving  students  better  opportunities,  Browder 
acknowledged  the  importance  of  giving  something  back  to  the 
profession  that  has  served  him  well  over  the  past  six  years. 

"Dentistry  for  me  has  just  been  a  complete  change  for  my 
life,  my  self-worth,  my  ability  to  help  people  and  to  support  my 
family,"  he  said.  "It's  a  good  thing  to  contribute  back  to  the  pro- 
fession, and  it's  also  nice  seeing  our  school  stay  on  top." 

Although  Browder  may  be  the  most  visible  example  of 
Hancock's  impact  on  the  dental  profession,  Hancock  mentored  a 
number  of  dentists  over  his  35-year  career.  Well  respected  among 
his  patients  and  friends,  Hancock  taught  by  example  through  his 
positive  attitude,  encouragement  and  love  for  dentistry. 

"Meeting  them  was  really  a  blessing  for  me.  Those  were  the 
biggest  five  minutes  of  my  life,"  Browder  said.

WHY  I  GIVE 

Dr.  Lee  Sockwell  hasn't  strayed  far  from  his  roots. 

Growing  up  on  a  farm  in  Guilford  County,  he  gained  an 
appreciation  tor  hard  work,  responsibilit}'  and  a  love  for  the  coun- 
try. He  and  his  wife,  Phyllis,  raised  their  four  children  -  Sid,  Sam, 
Sally,  and  Susan  -  on  their  farm  just  outside  of  Chapel  Hill. 

But  farming  hasn't  been  his  only  passion.  He's  worked  in  the 
field  of  dentistry  for  just  over  50  years,  both  in  private  practice 
and  as  a  professor  at  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry. 

Sockwell  served  as  a  dental  corpsman  in  the  Naval  Reserve 
during  World  War  II,  which  sparked  his  interest  in  the  field.  As  a 
veteran,  he  received  financial  assistance  through  the  G.l.  Bill  to 
attend  Guilford  College  for  his  pre-dental  education.  He  com- 
pleted his  dental  education  at  Emory  University  in  1952. 

"As  a  veteran  of  World  War  II,  I  received  money  to  go  to  col- 
lege, and  I  worked  part-time  as  a  lab  technician  for  a  dentist  in 
Adanta,  which  helped  me  to  complete  my  dental  education  debt 
free, "  he  said.  "I  know  that's  impossible  to  do  now. " 

To  help  ease  the  financial  burden  that  weighs  on  dental  stu- 
dents today,  Sockwell  established  the  C.  I.ee  Sockwell  Scholarship, 
which  is  awarded  each  year  to  a  student  from  a  larming  back- 
ground. 

In  addition  to  the  Sockwell  Scholarship,  Scickwcll  cst.iblished 
the  Sockwell  Award,  which  is  presented  annually  to  a  freshman 
dental  student,  and  he  helped  establish  the  Clifford  M.  Sturdevant 


Research  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  graduate 
students  in  the  department  of  operative 
dentistrv. 

After  completing  his  own  dental  educa- 
tion, Sockwell  was  invited  by  one  of  his 
tormer  professors  at  Emor)'  to  come  to 
Chapel  Hill  as  a  professor  of  operative  den- 
tistry. Although  he  had  not  planned  on 
teaching,  Sockwell  decided  to  commit  one 
year  to  the  school. 

"I  found  it  to  be  a  ver\'  stimulating 
atmosphere, "  he  said.  "I  really  didn't  intend 
to  teach,  but  1  was  flattered  to  be  asked 
and  took  a  liking  to  it  so  I  stayed." 

He  stayed  for  nearly  50  years.  For  32 
years,  he  worked  as  a  full-time  professor, 
and  he  continued  teaching  part-time  while 
working  in  private  practice  tor  1 2  >'ears. 
His  most  recent  involvement  with  the 
school  has  been  with  the  Dental 
Foundation  of  North  Carolina,  where  he 
has  served  on  the  Board  ot  Directors  tor  the  past  six  years. 

"There's  a  very  real  need  to  help  the  school 
maintain  its  high  standards  as  one  of  the 
very  finest  available  so  that  students  con- 
tinue to  want  to  come  here." 

Sockwell  said  he  understands  the  needs  ot  the  school  firsthand 
as  a  former  professor. 

"There's  a  very  real  need  to  help  the  school  maintain  its  high 
standards  as  one  of  the  ven.'  finest  available  so  that  students  con- 
tinue to  want  to  come  here,    he  said.  "A  lot  ot  people  don't  realize 
that  they  can  give  to  the  Dental  Foundation  and  help  in  so  many 
different  wavs." 

Now  that  he's  retired  from  full-time  dcntistr)',  Sockwell  spends 
his  days  working  on  his  farm,  "Tooth  Acres  Ranch, "  and  says  his 
greatest  enjoyment  comes  from  spending  time  with  his  tamilv  - 
his  four  children  and  nine  grandchildren. 

"1  hat's  what  we  enjoy  most  now,  watching  our  grandchildren 
grow  and  develop, "  he  said. 

Sockwell  said  he  hopes  his  contributions  to  the  DFNC  will 
encourage  others  to  contribute. 

"Someone  helped  me,  and  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  help 

others, "  he  said.  "This  pattern  of  giving  is  like  a  chain  reaction 

that  increases  over  the  years  to  benefit  our  dental  school 

and  students."

A  fine  example  ot  this  relationship  between  the  alumni  and  the  school  is  the  presence 
ofTarrson  Hall.  In  the  mid-90s,  the  school  was  in  dire  need  of  a  new  clinical  teaching 
facility.  Under  the  capable  leadership  of  Dean  Stamm  and  Dr.  Jim  Harrell,  Sr.,  the  school 
embarked  on  a  capital  campaign  and  asked  the  dentists  of  N.C.  to  help  raise  money  to 
cover  the  cost  of  construction.  You  see  the  results;  today  we  have  one  of  the  finest  clinical 
teaching  facilities  in  the  nation. 

However,  we  cannot  rest  on  our  laurels.  There  are  many  new  challenges  for  the 
school  and  the  dentists  of  our  state.  Because  of  the  tremendous  needs  at  the  school,  next 
year,  a  new  fund  raising  campaign  will  start.  The  Carolina  First  campaign  will  raise  funds 
to  endow  scholarships  for  students  and  professorships  for  faculty  as  well  as  support  reno- 
vations and  building  projects  to  keep  our  school  number  one. 

I  am  sure  the  alumni  and  dentists  of  N.C.  will  once  again  step  forward  and  support 
this  fund  raising  effort.  I  feel  quite  confident  that  UNC  will  remain  among  the  top 
dental  schools  in  the  world.  I  would  like  to  thank  each  of  you  for  all  you  do  tor  the 
School  and  for  dentistry  and  look  foi'ward  to  your  continued  support  of  the  Dental 
Alumni  Association.
